1 could  at  the  time  not  perfuade  my 
felf  that  any  fuch  petition  would  be  of- 
fered ; but  fince  this  projeA  of  Medicus, 
wherein  the  public  is  deeply  concerned, 
appears  Hill  to  be  kept  alive,  I muH  beg 
leave  to  offer  a few  remarks  on  the  I’ub 
jc6l. 

No  phyficians  are  fit  to  praAife  or  de 
lerve  confidence,  we  are  infonned  by 
Medicus,  but  thole  who  have  paH  an  ex- 
amination before  men  of  integrity  and 
professional  abilities.  This  pioporuion  is 
apparently  intended  to  ferve  for  a bafis. 
The  next  thing  intimated  by  Medicus  is 
;^hat  the  informing  the  public  hereof,  is 
not  fufiicient  to  fecure  their  applicati^ 
to  the  pi-oper  phyficians.  They  gowhere 
ver  they  jdeafe.  This  liberty,  thtref,-Ye,{ 
muH  be  left  to  their  diferetion  no  longer 
To  fecure  this  point,  an  end  muH  b'e 
put  to  the  indiicriminate  admiUion  of, 
praAitioners,  and  no  body  niuH  have  the 
right  of  praAlfing  plijllc  in  this  Hate, 
but  the  fociety  (or  the  gentlemen  who 
have  Hood  their  examination,)  and  thofe 
by  tbem  admitted  after  due  examination. 
This  is  to  be  done  by  the  Legiflature, 
by  an  aA  for  tire  regailation  &c.  The 
confeouence  whereof  will  be,  that  the 
public  will  be  fenfible  thatthey  can  apply 
to  none  but  able  family  phyficians.  The 
aforefaid  privilege  being  obtained,  all 
other  praAitionei-s  Hiall  have  no  right  of 
praAifingin  Kentucky,  but  fliall  be  pre- 
vented from  affording  any  medical  affiH- 
ance  to  the  people  at  their  requifitlon 
and  call  : and  this  examination  is  to  be 
viewed  by  the  quacks  and  empirics  as 
the  approach  of  a death  warrant,  and  to 
operate  as  a dagger  to  their  hearts. 

This  is  what  I underHand  to  be  the 
property  of  more  value,  and  her  wealth  lu^ance  and  real  meaning  of  his  let- 
continuallyincreafing.

■ leffon  of  qiicflions  and  anfwers,  confef- 
■fedly  the  mcH  laCgnififant  and  the  leuH: 
fatisfaAory  of  afi  proofs  in  a praAical 
fiibjeA  ; and  more  particularly  when 
the  praAife  of  phytic  and  of  lurgery  arc 
combined  together,  as"it  is  the  caVe  in 
this  Hate.  But  the  candidate  being  un- 
able to  produce  as  yet  any  other  or 
better  evidence  of  his  proficiency,  there

It  is,  therefore,  plain  to  common 
fenfe,  that  the  prefuinption  of  Ikill  ari- 
fing  from  this  fort  of  examination  can 
he  but  flight.  And  if  this  inference 
Hiould  appear  not  to  be  plain  enough, 
the  event  at  lead  will  fatisfy  any  body, 
when  confidering  the  number  of  igno- 
rant perfons  who  annually  receive  the 
honors  of  graduation  in  the  inoH  cele- 
brated univerfuies. 

Hence  the  rule  of  the  public  of  con- 
fidering the  ceremony  of  an  examina- 
tion before  men  of  integrity  and  profef- 
^ fional  abilities  as  no  Herling  evidence  of 
1 Ikill,  is  not  fo  abfurd  as  Mei/err/.r  would 
i^ake  us  believe.  Nor  is  the  whole  ce- 
c^oiiy  at  all  intended  to  make  that  ini- 
prfcfion  on  the  public  : the  examination 
is  required  for  the  benefit  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  the  public  of  courfe  are  left 
to  judge  for  themfelves. 

It  is  evident  then  that  that  examination 
work,  iiiHcad  of  being  the  marvellous 
talifman,  the  great  proof  of  fuperior  a- 
bilities,  is  in  truth  and  fober  language, 
the  llighteH  evidence  poffible  of  the  me- 
rits of  a praAitioner,  and  that  his  -work 
or  h\s  performance  is  the  only  true  and 
real  touch-Hone.  And  this  accordingly 
is  the  mark  which  guides  the  judgment 
of  the  public,  and  commands  their  cuf- 
tom. 

Obfeure  hints  and  declamations  ab»ut 
the  arcana  of  erudition,  may  have  bad 
their  life  in  the  ruHy  times  of  fcholaflic 
wifdom,  among  the  mctapfiylical  jargon 
and  quibbles  of  the  twelfth  century; 
the  people  might  then  have  been  woii- 
derfliuck  and  amazed  at  the  profundity 
qf  academical  learning,  but  it  will  not 
do,  fir,  in  the  age  wc  live  in.  That  lort 
o'f  pedaptry  is  left  off,  and  is  become  in 
difufc,  with  the  confultations  of  tlie 
doAors  in  bad  latiii,  and  tlieir  raps  and 
their  cloaks.  Since  phyficians  drcls 
and  talk  like  other  people,  fuch  thing-s 
arc  now  looked  upon  as  ancient  mock 
comedies,  and  as  denoting  ignorance  artd 
acontraAed  mind,  and  are  particularly 
avoided,  defpifed  and  laughed  at  by  all 
charaAers  who  would  call  themfclvc? 
gentlemen.  The  public  opinion  on  tH- 


fuu'jffl  is  fo  completely  revfrrt'd,  aiid  the  lie  under  tills  fort  of  tutelag^e,  as  unne-iimproper  perfon,  is  evideiitTy  as  irti'per- 
r.icfty  of  avoiding  any  tiling  like  pc-  celfary  and' opprtfive  ; and  againft  the  tiiicnt  as  it  is  opprcfTive.’’

Before  I proceed  to  that  part  of  the 
publication  I am  examining,  which  more 
immediately  concerns  us,  it  will  be  nc- 
celTary  to  take  a curfory  furvey  of  the 
quacks,  of  whom  Medicus  has  given  us 
fuch  an  alarming  account.

The  Rory  of  the  sioarm's  of  quacks 
muR,  I tliiiik,  be  a miRake. 

I would  not  pretend  to  determine  how 
many  of  them  will  make  out  a fwarm, 
but  at  any  moderate  calculation,  that  c- 
very  one  of  thole  quacks  fhould  for  his 
part  in  a twelve  month,  kill  hundreds  oi 
our  fellow  citirens,  is  not  credibl 
fidering  our  prefent  population,  and  muR 
be  a miRake  likcwife 
^ It  will,  I hope,  be  readily  agreed,  ad- 
^liitting  thofe  fwarms  of  quacks  to  exiR, 
that  his  principle  of  refined  humanity, 
by  which  he  fupports  the  idea  of  familh- 
ing  to  death  oae  quack  and  his  innocent 
family,  for  the  Cafety  of  the  community, 
cannot  apply  to  a whole  fwarm  or  feveril 
fwarras,  and  that  he  ought  to  allow  a 
decimation,  to  adl  conliRantly 
common  humanity. 

That  thofe  quacks  Ihould  commit  fuch 
an  enormous  waRe  among  the  people, 
and  that  the  public  fliould,  notwithftand-, 
ing,  keep  Hocking  to  them,  and  defert 
the  m-jn  ot  abilities  who  would  fave 
them,  is  perfect,  darknefs  to  me.  Why, 
if  ourraafon  were  gone,  we  would  have 
as  much  left  in  us  of  the  inR.ii£l  of  a 
brute,  to  fly  from  thofe  who  injure  usl 
1 fufpeff  there  muR  be  Rome  miRake  here 
likcwife.  , 

It  is  on  thefe  grounds,  however,  that 
Medicus  concludes,  that  there  is  noothcr 
remedy'lfft  to  provide  for  the  public, 
but  an  a£l  of  the  AlTembly,  granting  an 
exciufive  privilege  to  thofe  men  who 
hvve  p»R  au' ex".  inlnation,  and  confining 
the  puiii.c  within  bounds  where  they 
cannot  breax  through.  This  inference 
is  cviJenily  wrong,  even  admitting  the 
premifes. 

If  thofe  fwarms  of  quacks,  by  ibine 
unknown  caufc,  did  really  exiR,  yet  no 
regulation,  no  interference  of  the  Ltgifla- 
tue  would  be  ucceiTary.  The  public,  it 
has  been  told  long  ago,  will  cheerfully  ex- 
cule  any  body  from  having  tke'leaR  real 
:;prafr,  iied  uneafinefs  about  them, in  order 
to  guard  them  from  the  danger  o{  tru.R- 
ing  to  bad  hands  and  deferting  the  good 
ones.  I have  alib  obfervei  before^  th 
the  public  proceed  by  toy'fafe  a rule,  Sc 
mind  their  intereR  well,  to  fuff  r 
themfelves  to  .be  (kceived  or  injured 
long  by  any  man  fwarms  of  men  in 
praflical  matti^.  An^  they  have 
their  own  hands  the  true  remedy  againR 
the  evil,  they  will  not  go  at  the  ex- 
pence  ot  feeding  thofe  fwarms  for  no- 
thing, or  to  the  injury  of  themfelves. 
and  without  feeding  you  know  they  can’t 
fwarm  long.  To  infinuatc  that  Legif- 
lative  aid  is  here  ncceffary,  is  to  fuppofe 
that  the  public  m in  a Rate  of  infanity. 
and  that  the  reformer  has  monopolized 
their  wifdoin,  before  he  attempted  to 
monopolize  their  cuRom.  It  is  too  much 
to  admit  that  the  people  are  too  Rtipui 
to  chufe  their  own  phyfician,  and  I would 
as  lief  join  Thomas  Hobbes,  and  grant 
the  human  fpecies  to  be  devil*  as  to 
believe  them  fuch  fools. 

The  fa^  is,  that  ill  all  praftical  pro- 
feRions  and  trades,  the  ignorant  and 
bad  hands  are  foon  difeovered  and  dif- 
miffed,  without  the  fmalleR  interference 
of  government,  becaufc  it  is  not  in  na- 
ture that  they  Ihould  fupport  themfelves 
at  the  expence  of  the  public,  unlefs  they 
were  backed  by  an  exciufive  privilege, 
by  whicii  the  public  is  compelled  to  em- 
ploy them  wheiher  they  will  or  not. 

-'knd  this  refle£lion  leads  us  to  the 
principle  lo  thoroughly  undiiRood  ii 
our  days,  that  for  fupplylng  the  publi 
at  all  times  with  the  moR  able  and  iu- 
duRrious  men  in  all  trades  and  profeflions, 
a limitation  of  competition,  or  an  »-x- 
cliifive  privilege,  is  fo  far  from  being 
the  proper  method,  that  the  very  reverfe 
is  true.  It  is  not  but  by  the  means  of 
an  unlimited  competition,  an  equal 
chance  to  all  who  pleafe  to  enter  into 
the  conteR,  that  induRry  and  talents  are 
raifed  and  kept  alive,  and  that  ignorance 
and  fraud  are  difeouraged  and  deprelTed  : 
whereas  it  is  only  by  an  exciufive  privi- 
’ege  that  ignorant,  lazy  and  fraudulent 
people,  can  be  & aflually  are  fettered  on 
the  public,  and  that  for  ages  together. 

However,  as  long  as  all  thofe  qneRions 
remain  within  the  line  of.  fpeculjtion,  as 
fubjefts  of  private  debate  in  fociity,  it  is 
all  very  well,  it  is  of  no  mstcrlal  confe- 
qi^nce  who  is  right  or  wrong,  and  every 
body,  of  courfe,  will  enjoy  his  own  opi- 
nion. But  when  Medicus  will  Rep  be- 
yond this  line,  Ec  will  petition  the  legif- 
lature  to  aRiR  him  in  forcing  his  opinions 
on  the  public  ; to  let  him  and  his  friends 
have  an  exciufive  privilege;  to  fliut  the 
door  to  a free  competition  in  this  Rate  ; 
to  put  the  people  at  large  in  the  leading
